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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 a should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and Informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the formwork". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roudebush 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,112,173). 

• Roudebush et al. discloses a method for creating a nonporous, fair face surface 
when casting concrete (abstract; col. 1, lines 6-65; col. 4, lines 32-48)). The method 
includes placing a casting membrane (10) between the concrete being cast and a 
formwork (figs. 1-2; abstract; col. 2, lines 40-50), wherein the casting membrane (10) 
is formed of a plastic coating (col. 2, lines 45-49), which is treated using an electrical 
discharge treatment at least on the surface against the concrete being cast (col. 3, 
lines 25-33). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Roudebush et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,112,173), as applied to claim 1 above, further in 
view of Koyo (Derwent Abstract Acc-No: 1981-33496D of JP 56028971 [March 1981]). 

• Regarding claim 2, Roudebush et al. fails to disclose the electrical discharge 
treatment being a corona treatment. However, Koyo discloses a method for creating 
casting surfaces for concrete utilizing a casting membrane which is formed of a 
plastic coating which is treated using corona discharge treatment (abstract). As 
taught by Koyo, pretreating a plastic surface by corona discharge treatment allows 
the casting membrane to be "...easily peeled off hardened cement concrete and 
repeatedly reused..." (abstract). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have selected corona discharge 
as the electrical discharge treatment in the method of Roudebush et al. to create a 
casting membrane which peels from hardened concrete and is reusable, as taught 
by Koyo. 

• Regarding claim 3, Roudebush et al. discloses the casting membrane used on the 
surface of the formwork (col. 4, lines 48-54), and the membrane includes a cellulose- 
based layer (col. 2, lines 40-45; col. 2, line 67 - col. 3, line 1 1), on both sides of 

which is a plastic coating (col. 2, lines 40-49), at least on the surface lying against 
the concrete (col. 1, lines 55-62). Koyo discloses the plastic coating being corona 
treated, as discussed above (abstract).
